STATISTICS

Crime Data

Crime rates are calculated on the number of crimes divided by the population of a given geographical area.
Uniform Crime Reporting (UCR) is divided into three offense categories: Crimes against Persons, Crimes
against Property and Behavioral Crimes.

Crimes Against Persons
Criminal offenses where the victim is present and the act is violent, threatening or has the potential of being
physically harmed.

Crimes Against Property
Criminal offenses that involve taking something of value by theft, deception or the destruction of property.

Behavioral Crimes
Crimes that represent society’s prohibitions on engaging in certain types of activity such as criminal offenses
that violates laws relating to personal conduct, responsibility and public order. Although not necessarily
violent or property offenses in themselves, they may often contribute to other criminal acts.
